1. The RCE and amendment filed 3/22/05 have been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment, especially in view of applicant's remarks, filed 3/22/05 places the 
application into condition for allowance by adding to all of the independent claims the 
features that the plurality of links are provided on a launchpad, with each link associated 
with one of the plurality of wizards, and such that the first visual object on the launchpad 
is a separate entity than the link associated with the wizard and providing information 
pertaining to a task performed by the corresponding wizard. The corresponding wizard 
then is selected according to its associated link and then comprises a second visual 
object associated with the first object and giving more information about the same task, 
by the specific corresponding wizard of the plurality of wizards. The features as 
combined are not set forth in the prior art of record. It is noted that Boegner et al come 
close by showing the plurality of wizards on the launchpad with visual objects indicating 
information for the wizards respectively, but this does not show all the features of the 
present invention as now claimed. Furthermore, Boegner et al would be excluded from 
a possible 103 rejection as it has the same assignee as the present invention. And 
double patenting would not apply, including for the reasons that the claims of Boegner 
et al do not teach the same features, and in fact could teach away from the current 
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claims, of the present invention. Thus the claims of the present invention are in 
condition for allowance. 

Independent claims: 1 amended - method for interfacing with a plurality of 
wizards in a computer system as described above. 4 amended - method as in claim 1 
with also a plurality of launchpads. 7 amended - method as in claim 1 with also a 
plurality of launchpads and menu. 10 amended - computer readable medium as in 
claim 1 amended. 13 amended - computer readable medium as in claim 4 amended. 
Claim 16 amended - computer readable medium as in claim 7 amended. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
